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Foreword 

THIS  DICTIONARY  has  been  planned  as  a  useful  and  comprehensive 
reference  book  of  familiar  quotations  and  proverbs  and  also  as  a  book 
which  it  is  hoped  will  give  pleasure  to  the  reader  who  uses  it  as  an 
anthology.  The  selection  of  entries,  as  well  as  the  arrangement  in  single 
rather  than  double  column,  is  intended  to  encourage  the  browser  in 
addition  to  anyone  looking  up  specific  quotations.  The  emphasis  in 
selection  is  on  what  is  likely  to  be  familiar  to  the  general  reader  of  today. 
A  few  quotations  are  included  from  French,  German,  Greek,  Italian, 
Latin  and  Spanish  sources  which  seem  likely  to  be  known  to  many 
American  readers.  In  all  such  cases  a  translation  is  given. 

It  is  often  extremely  difficult  to  assess  the  degree  of  familiarity  of 
quotations,  and  this  is  particularly  true  when  considering  what  to  in 
clude  from  contemporary  writing  and  speech.  An  attempt  has  been 
made  to  decide  what  is  likely  to  remain  well  known  for  several  years, 
and  this  test  means  the  exclusion  of  most  current  radio  and  television 
sayings,  advertising  slogans  and  political  phrases,  although  many  quo 
tations  from  twentieth-century  writers  are  included.  The  criterion  in 
selection  throughout  has  been  what  is  familiar  to  readers  rather  than 
what  ought  to  be  familiar.  Complete  objectivity  is  impossible,  but  it 
is  hoped  that  not  too  many  entries  have  been  included  which  reflect 
merely  the  compiler's  own  tastes.  The  number  of  quotations  selected 
from  an  author  is,  of  course,  no  indication  of  the  compiler's  assessment 
of  the  author's  literary  merit.  Some  authors,  such  as  Pope  and  Wilde, 
wrote  in  an  epigrammatic  form  which  lends  itself  well  to  quotation;  by 
comparison,  few  novelists,  apart  from  Dickens,  have  this  particular 
quality.  As  well  as  quotations,  over  1,000  proverbs  are  included  in  this 
dictionary.  Often  one  does  not  know  whether  a  familiar  phrase  is  prover 
bial  or  whether  it  has  a  specific  literary  origin.  Because  of  this,  it  seemed 
helpful  to  include  the  best-known  proverbs. 

A  comprehensive  index  with  over  25,000  entries  has  been  provided 
at  the  end  of  the  dictionary,  and  this  contains  the  key  words  in  each 
quotation.  The  index  gives  not  only  the  page  reference  but  also  the  num 
ber  of  the  quotation  on  the  page.  From  this  index  it  is  easy  to  trace 
quickly  a  half-remembered  quotation  by,  lobking  up  one  of  the  key

words,  and  also,  should  one  refer  to  individual  words  in  the  index, 
such  as  man,  beauty,  etc.,  find  quotations  on  these  subjects. 

The  arrangement  of  entries  is  alphabetical  by  author,  and,  wherever 
possible,  line  references  have  been  given  in  poems,  and  act  and  scene 
references  in  plays.  References  in  most  cases  are  to  the  Oxford  Editions 
of  Standard  Authors,  but  line  references  obviously  vary  from  edition 
to  edition  with  authors,  such  as  Shakespeare,  who  wrote  partly  in  prose 
and  partly  in  poetry.  The  name  of  the  speaker  has  been  given  in  all 
quotations  from  plays,  and  this  enables  one  to  find  out  without  reference 
to  the  original  text  that,  for  example,  it  was  Marcellus — not  Hamlet  or 
Horatio,  as  some  might  have  supposed — who  said,  "Something  is  rotten 
in  the  state  of  Denmark." 

Many  friends  have  given  encouragement  and  helpful  advice  during 
the  five  years  of  preparation  of  this  book.  Thanks  are  due  in  particular 
to  the  Reverend  S.  R.  Cutt  for  his  assistance  in  the  selection  of  quo 
tations  from  the  Bible;  Mrs.  E.  M.  Hatt,  who  undertook  the  immense 
task  of  compiling  the  index;  and  Miss  Barbara  Hall  and  Miss  Pamela 
Jones  for  their  careful  checking  of  the  proofs.  Librarians  in  the  United 
States  and  England  have  answered  numerous  inquiries  with  great 
courtesy,  and  the  staff  of  the  British  Museum  in  London  have  been 
especially  helpful.  The  checking  of  contemporary  references  has  in 
many  cases  been  made  easier  by  the  ready  cooperation  of  the  writers 
and  speakers  themselves.
